Craft Will Do Its Bit in New 
York to Boost the Lib- 
erty Loan. 


New York, Oct. 18.—A German sub- 
marine captured by the British, ,wlll 
soon be on view In New Tork. 
It ar- 
rived in three sections in the hold of 
an English steamship yesterday and 
was unloaded today to be assembled 
in Central park as an exhibit to aid 
the Liberty Loan drive. 


The Liberty Loan committee 
an- 
nounced that the submarine was the 
UC-5 of the nilne-laylng type caught 
laying mines in the north sea by a 
British destroyer in April. 1916. 
It 
was obtained by the committee through 
the courtesy of the British government 
and the co-operation of Lord North- 
cliffe, head of the British commission 
in the United States. 
The craft is HO 
feet long, beam eleven feet and has a 
displacement of 200 tons. 
She has a 
capacity and machinery 
for 
laying 
twelve mines. 
She carries no guns or 
torpedo tubes. 
The craft when placed 
in Central park will be used as.a Lib- 
erty Loan and selling booth and only 
those who have bought a bond will be 
allowed to inspect the craft. 


Tomorrow the three sections of the 
submarine will be placed on as many 
giant trucks which drawn by forty 
horses each, will carry them through 
New York streets to Central 
park.

"Did you really mean these for po- 
tatoes?" asked Judge H. W. Kerr of 
the defendant in a short weight case 
In police court Thursday morning. 


Tiie judge scanned two baskets of 
little tubers which had been brought 
in as evidence of the bad -faith of W. 
F._ Kesterson, 
railroader, who 
had 
soid the potatoes to Michael F. May- 
Ian. 215 East Lewis street. 


"Tou could hardly call them po- 
tatoes," added 
the judge, 
looking 
again at the two baskets. 


"Look 
more 
like 
hickory 
nuts," 
said Attorney 
Byron Hayes, 
deputy 
prosecutor, who conducted the state's 
part of the case. 


The 
attorney 
for. Kesterson 
was 
visibly disconcerted by these remarks. 
He walked over to the baskets and 
groveled among the diminutive spuds. 
He failed to find a tuber bigger than 
an egg. 


"If I could only empty the baskets 
I think there are bigger ones on the 
bottom," said the defendant's counscl. 


"I wish you would empty them," 
eaid Michael Maylan. 


The defendant's attorney tipped one 
basket a little. 


"Wait a minute," said Station Mas- 
ter Degitz, who thought of the -.soil 
which sometimes cling to "murphies" 
and which might not return to the 
basket. 


The potatoes were not emptied and 
the case went on. 


Evidence 
showed 
that 
Kesterson 
had told Maylan 
that he delivered 
seven bushels of potatoes at the East 
Lewis street home, while City Sealer 
Berrj' Tolan testified that he found 
only five and three-quarters bushels of 
the tubers in the Maylan cellar. 
The 
allotment was 76 pounds below seven 
bushels. 


"Probably Mrs. Maylan hid the rest 
of the potatoes 
upstairs under 
the 
bed," stated Attorney David Hogg for 
the defense. 


"Considering the size 
of the po- 
tatoes I suspect that they may have 
rolled dow na rat hole," added Attor- 
ney Hayes. 


Several 
witnesses were 
called to 
show the character of Maylan 
ard 
Kesterson. 
There were varied testi- 
monies, from nine persons, 
relating 
to the bearing of the principals in the 
case. 


Mrs. Maylan would not admit that 
•ohe had hid any potatoes under the 
l.ed of an upstairs room. 
The May- 
la ns stated that he tubers had been 
under lock and key since their deliv- 
ery. 


Judge Kerr attempted in vain to 
induce 
a 
settlement. 
He 
wanted 
Maylan to take four more bushels of 
potatoes and to pay for nine bushels, 
as was originally agreed. 
Maylan 
considered the remai-ks 
which 
had 
been made concerning his character 
:by the defense. 
He refused to com- 
promise. 


Kesterson 
wels 
accordingly 
fined 
$10 and costs. 
He announced that 
he would appeal the case on grounds 
that he 
is 
not 
through delivering 
spuds at the Maylan home and that 
he has received no pay as yet for the 
potatoes.

The operators of the mines say they 
cannot increase the pay of the workers in the 
mines until the fnel administration in Wash- 
ington authorities higher prices for coal at the 
iniiie:'|. 
So l(>ns of thousands of miners in 
.some tlircc or four states refuse to work. 


vvonld be a distressing situation at 
times and conditions 
conntry at war and 
with a ioi)^- persisiriiL and critical fuel short- 
age.ior bolii ímíiusiri:;! and domestic consump- 
tion as factors, liie stop])ing of production in 
hundreds oí coa! -^vorlviiigs becomes a grave 
menace. 
l'j¡on this situation the public can- 
not look with patience nor the fuel adminis- 
tration in Washington with tolerancc. Action 
ought to be immediate and if necessary rigor- 
ous to title utmost. 


These strikes are in utter violation of tbe 
•gBeements reached in Washington a few 
•w«eKs ago when operators of the mines and 
the accredited representatives of the union 
of mine workers gave their pledges that pend- 
ing a readjustment of the coal rates estab- 
lished by dictum of the president there would 
be no halting of production. 
In spite of this 
solemn pact the miners in several states are 
on strike and the trouble threatens to spread, 
leaving industry paralyzed in the face of war 
and permitting hundreds of thousands of fam-

. Officials of the unions of mine Avorkers in 
different regions say the strikes are illega] as 
respects the laws of their organization and 
that they do not know why these strikes have 
been inaugurated at this time and in the fash- 
ion they have. Edward Stewart, president of 
the Indiana district mine workers, said yes- 
terday:

It Is a burning shame that at 
this time the product oí coal should be so 
crippled. 
Tiiat the delay in Washington to readjust

"STATUS QUO ANTE" 
AND 
LATENT 
INTENTION 
OF GERMANY IN THE WAR

General Haig has been making such 
an Infernal racket with his guns of late 
that people have not given as much 
thought to the bugbear known as "Ger- 
man intention ana the 
'status 
quo 
ante' " as they did some time ago. 
It 
Is remarkable how those deep drives 
of the allied armies chase the ghosts 
out of the graveyard of civilization. 
But, it might be well, in tho interests 
of caution and good common sense, 
as aided by perspective, to see once 
again what that nifty Latin phrase, 
"satus quo ante," means—lest we for- 
get, lest we forget! 


It means, practically, to begin With, 
the complete mutilation of Poland and 
the entire extirpation of the Poles. 
The sacrifices of the century as ex- 
emplified by the life of this sorely 
wronged people must be brought, to 
naught. 
The Sobieski strain must go 
—their women, their children, their 
strong men must be destroyed as a 
world unit. 
They have sur\'lved long 
the terrors of unfriendly 
rule—but 
they must go now. 
They have man- 
aged to keep up some faint character- 
istic of race and potential nationality 
—but that must be destroyed. 
The 
Polish woman even 
must 
obliterate 
from the faces of her children 
the 
features which distinguish her brood. 
No matter how sav^agely Poland has 
struggled for existence she must yield 
the slender fruits of her effort to "stat- 
us q|io ante." 
For, In the ultimate, the 
phrase means, as regards 
the 
Pole, 
"the complete negation of President 
Wilson's just demand for a 
Poland 
united and independent." 


"Status quo ante" next means the 
continuation of such wrongs in Aus- 
tria-Hungary as the world has seldom 
seen. 
There are more than 28,000,000 
Slavs and Latins held in helotry py 
20,000,000 Teutons and Magyars. These 
people 
face 
constantly 
the 
rigors 
forced upon them by brutal over-lords 
—conditions which occasionally 
be- 
come as shameful and desperate as 
those faced by the Chosen People at 
the hands of Pharoah. 


It means the tearing of the Serbian 
people Into three fragments; Crotla 
and Slavonia being ruled by the Hun 
with the Magyar Injustice and char- 
acteristic 
brutality 
toward 
subject 
races; Bosnia-Herzegovina and 
Dal- 
matla being held 
by 
Austria; 
and 
Montenegro and Serbia essentially in 
economic bondage forever. 


It means the proprietorship of Tur- 
key and Bulgaria—the perpetuation of 
the ruin of Armenia; the continuation 
of massacres, tyranny, rapine and the 
mixed horrors devised and employed 
by a nation that seeks the extirpation 
of all peoples not harmonious with its 
Ideas of "the survival of the 
fittest."

insidious 
methods in such vassalage as would 
make them potent influences to work 
the 
destructive 
will 
of 
Germany 
throughout Europe; forever. 
Within 
ten' years 0«f^«ny would have, by 
this meains, some 200,000,000 people 
and.,* Pruwtiin army of. 10,000,000' 


bullets to 
the 
culture 
of glanders 
serum. 


And this is precisely what 
Ger- 
many wants, now- that it has become 
apparent that she cannot rule the en- 
tire world and Prussianize the whole 
human race at this first dawning of 
"the Day." 
This is the true meaning 
of "status quo ante." 


Peace at any time before Germany's 
military power 
is 
entirely crushed 
means victory for Germany. The weak 
policy of the peace-Judas, who howls 
for "status 
quo 
ante" 
and "peace 
without 
annexation," 
would 
keep 
Germany's powder dr>'; would fill the 
world with incredible danger;, would 
marshal forces 
that 
the combined 
v/orld could never defeat; would do, 
In fact, exactly what the pan-German 
hopes and expects to be able to do if 
\\rar is not made with all the force 
possible by the United States—estab- 
lish the German government forevea- 
as a despot ruling the free peoples 
until, as,^s the case In Germany her- 
self, the people would not know free- 
dom from despotism. 


It has been pointed out many times 
and by many interested observers of 
world-conditions, that Germany aims 
at world rule 
or 
world i-uin. 
The 
declaration 
that 
Germany 
took up 
arms for the purpose of defending her 
sacred liberties has been a joke—and 
a cruel one to the millions of German 
soldiers who gave their lives to glut 
the bloody maw of the power-loving, 
Pottsdam tyrant. 
The world 
never 
believed, the declaration—the 
blood 
of Belgium 
was a too 
potent 
and 
mute reminder 
of 
the carelessness 
with 
which 
Germany 
maintains 
sacred ideals. 
In effect that declara- 
tion which the Hohenzollerns fed to a 
bewildered and childish people was 
regarded by all nations, at the last, 
as a remarkable 
and 
offensive in- 
stance of crass duplicity and 
arro- 
gant 
Impudence 
— 
characteristics 
which are to be found very highly de- 
veloped In the Prussian nature. 


And npw that the purpose of Ger- 
many's idea of "status quo ante" is 
only too apparent It is good for loyal

of peace will have to be carefully con- 
sidered. 


"So while Colonel House will direct 
the work much of the actual Informa- 
tion will be supplied by men whose 
previous work has brought them into 
close contact with these matters. 


"Justice Brandéis, of the supreme 
court, has been mentioned as one who 
will assist Colonel House. 
So will 
other Americans of prominence who 
are versad in international politics— 
probably Elihu Root and former Pres- 
ident Taft. 


"Oscar Strauss, for 
example, 
and 
Abram Elkus and Henry Morgenthau 
have 
each .represented 
the 
United 
States as ambassadors to Turkey. 
As 
a consequence, they will naturally bo 
able to furnish much valuable infor- 
mation about the Near East. 
There 
are a great many Americans who have 
been in diplomatic service, others who 
are professors of international 
law, 
and still more who are skillful jour- 
nalists and students of world politics. 
All of these men will be able to assist 
Colonel House in his great work of 
preparing for the peace conference. 


"And," concluded Uncle Harry, "any 
woi-k that will make it easier when 
the time conies to bring a lasting peace 
to a world that has suffered so terribly 
from war, is service of the highest 
and 
most 
humane 
order. 
Colonel 
House and his assistants will have our 
best and sincerest wishes for a suc- 
cessful carrying on of this great task."

asked to specialize on local foods and 
to discourage appetites for products 
which must be shipped many miles. 


The pamphlets for hotels, cafes and 
restaurants, which bear the national 
food administration seal 
and which 
are being given out by Josse offers the 
following general instructions on the 
use of food materials to eating houses: 


Bread—Serve breads or rolls made 
from corn, rye or from mixed 
flours. 
Use breakfast food and hot cakes com- 
posed of corn, oatmeal, 
buckwheat, 
rice or hominy. Under European plan, 
give individual service of bread and 
butter 
of uniform 
weight, rolls 
or 
slices to weigh not more than one and 
one-half ounces. 
Serve absolutely no 
toast as garniture or under meat, etc. 
Serve war bread. 
Do not serve bread 
and butter before 
the 
first 
course. 
People eat 
them without 
thought. 
Where a charge is made for bread, a 
higher charge should 
be made for 
white bread. 
If white bread is de- 
manded charge for it. 


Meat—Use more chicken, fish, hare, 
rabbit, duck, goose, lobster, oysters, 
claims, sea foods and egg dishes of 
all kinds. 
Use less beef, mutton and 
pork. 
Serve smaller portions of these. 
Hav fewer of 
these items 
on the 
menu. 
If you must include ont of the 
three, use m'utton in preference. Serve 
"per person" portions of these meats, 
of moderate size, and charge accord- 
ingly. 
"War portions at reduced prices 
may be served. 
Provide more entrees 
and made dishes. 
Beans are 
most 
useful as they contain nearly the same 
nutriitive 
values 
as 
meat. 
Serve 
bacon only as a dish, not as a garni- 
ture. 
The service of fresh pork to 
guests and employes should be dis- 
couraged. 


Milk—^Use 
It all. 
Economize 
on 
milk and cream except for children. 
Serve buttermilk. Serve cottage cheese 
regularly in varying forms; it is es- 
pecially nutritious. Use skimmed milk 
In cooking. 
A great quantity of it 
goes to waste In the country. 
Use 
cheese generally. 
The children must 
have whole milk, 
therefore, reduce 
use of cream. 


Fats—Serve as few fried dishes as 
possible so as to save both butter and 
lard and in any event use vegetable 
oils for frying, that is, olive oil, corn 
oil, cottonseed oil, veegtable oil com- 
pounds, etc. 
They are equally good. 
Serve all butter in standard pata for 
guests and employes. 
A butter pat 
machine promotes economy.

« F A M I L Y 


Answer is Received to Letter 
Sent by Secretary Civil- 
ian Relief Committee. 


Information of large importance to 
the families of soldiers from Allen 
county now In the service was re- 
ceived by C. R. Lane, chairman of the 
Civilian Relief committee. Red Cross, 
Thursday morning relative to a case 
of a wife and mother compelled to 
support a family of herself and seven 
children by wages drawn from the 
Pennsylvania Railroad company. The 
letter reads as follows: 


"Answering your letter relative to 
the method to be pursued to force a 
soldier to contribute part of his pay to 
his family, I must say that until this 
time there was no legal way by which 
part of a man's pay could be taken 
from him. 
Under a recent act of con- 
gress, however, provision is made for 
the allottment of pay by men to de- 
pendents, the same being compulsory 
as to a wife. 
This bill also provides 
for family allowances by the govern- 
ment which in the case referred to 
would amount to $50 per month, the 
law giving a wife and two children

Wyoming 
and Idaho, the season ha.s been clianged 
to Sept. 1(3 to Ppc. .31. The same sea.son 
•will al.so apply to the New England states 
(excluding Rhode Island and Connecticut), 
New York, Penn.sylvania, Wèst Virginia, ' 


Kentucky, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michi- 
gan, Missouri, Iowa, Kansas, 
Nebraska, 
Colorado. Nevada and the eastern counties 
of Oregon and Washington. 


The longest seasons will be in western 
Washington and Oregon, Utah, N e w Jer- 
sey, Rhode Island and Connecticut, from 
Oct. 1 to Jan. 15, and in California. Ari- 
zona, New Mexico, Texas and Oklahoma, 
from Oct. IG to Jan. 31. 


Tn the .southern Atlantic and gulf states 
the season will extend from Nov. 1 to 
Jan. 31.

If all our patrons sought to 
pay their bills on the first day when due the waiting line would 
be a half mile long. 
This waiting line has not been a half mile in length, but it has been 
so long that it inconvenienced our patrons. "We do not desire to 
make a visit to our offices unpleasant for any one—and waiting in 
line is unpleasant. 
This arrangement will reduce the congestion at the cashier's win- 
dows and give better service to our consuiriers at the duplicate bill 
counter. 


"We will need a little forbearance and considerable co-operation from 
our patrons in making these changes. "We believe that you will be 
glad to help us in the installation of a system planned for your con- 
venience and benefit. 
In changing the time of reading meters and delivering bills to the 
new method, it will for the first month only have the effect in soiae 
instances where maters are read early in the month, of bringing two 
gas bills together, or very closely so. This, as before stated, how- 
ever, will only, occur the first month, after which your bills will be 
delivered to you at a regular and uniform time each month, never 
varying over perhaps a day or two. 
"Gas bills may always be paid by check."
